As  to  prices  of  large  bulbs,  the  heavy  propagating  ofnitt  nv<ff3't}  i^>best  later 
glads  such  as  Aflame,  Bagdad,  Berty  Snow,  Betty  Nuthall,  Helen  JTKiybs,  '^fjtjfcnyara, 
Picardy  and  others,  have  brought  them  to  the  lowest  possible  sales  price*-^,  5"  "cents 
each. 

As  usual  we  give  extras  with  each  order  and  would  ask  the  buyer  to  name' 
the  varieties  he  would  like  as  extras  or  as  substitutes  if  we  should  happen  to  be  out 
of  any  kind  ordered. 

We  intend  to  do  our  best  to  please  you.  .... 

We  don’t  claim  to  have  the  best  but  claim  ours  are  as  good  as  any. 


Our  firm  does  all  the  work  so  our  bulbs  are  true  to  name;  but  if  mistakes  are 
made  will  refund  money  or  replace  with  increase. 

We  strip  and  inspect  every  bulb  ’ere  shipping  in  the  spring.  We  had  rather 
keep  the  bulbs  till  about  planting  time  so  as  to  know  their  condition  when  planted. 
Wc  have  plenty  good  storage,  keeping  between  35  arm  50  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Order  early  as  we  sell  only  what  we  raise  and  many  varieties  are  nearly  sold 
out,  especially  of  large  sizes  and  our  low  price*  will  reduce  small  stocks  in  short  order. 


TERMS 


All  orders  50c  or  over  prepaid;  smaller  orders  add  10c  for  postage. 

25c  on  account  on  orders  under  $8.00  and  $1.00  on  those  over  $8.00,  holds 
order  until  May  20. 

We  know  not  others’  prices  but  do  know  that  most  of  our  prices  are  as  low 
as  others  and  we  will  meet  the  prices  of  any  regular  grower. 

Compare  our  prices  with  others  now,  and  our  blossoms  with  others  next  summer. 

We  price  our  medium  bulbs  at  60%,  and  small  bulbs  at  25%  of  the  large  ones, 
unless  otherwise  priced  in  the  lists. 

In  sending  your  order  name  a  few  substitutes  and  if  we  can  will  place  some 
as  extras. 

We  want  customers,  so  will  satisfy  them  if  possible. 

6  bulbs  of  one  variety  at  the  12  rate.  If  wishing  12  or  25  bulbs  of  different 
varieties  in  the  (3forl0c)  or  (5c)  list  we  will  send  them  in  one  sack  unnamed  at 
the  regular  rates. 

If  reliable  growers  have  lower  prices  than  ours  for  any  variety  we  will  meet 
that  price. 

Those  answering  our  dime  ad  with  no  further  order  will  get  their  double  value 
but  we  wish  they  would  choose  the  kind  from  our  price  list.
